3, Colonel White reported on the results of \he meeting with 
Mr. Reynolds, the detail/ of which are contained inVtnutes dated 
1 February 19$2, Colonel, fhite stated that this meaning mad* clear 
the fact that a final ctsclsion could not be reached until additional 
studies were made by the Public Buildings Service as tcMhe type of 
building which could ¥e located on the Hevius Tract and the practi- 
cability of the utilisation of modified block-type constriction. 


4, Colonel Hansen requested that the approach to the . „

personnel inefficiency due to the nuaber of buildings and geographical 
distribution of the Agency: and (d) savings which could be accomplished 
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In a single building and reduced costs pf o p erati o n* — Col o n s Vi aa s e n 
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suggested that General Smith make the presentation with respect 
to all items except savings and improved cost of operation, which 
he felt should be made by Mr. Wolf. Colonel White concurred in 
this approach. Colonel Hansen reported that he was obtaining an 
estimate from tee Carrier Air Conditioning Con^any as to improved 
efficiency resulting from the installation of air conditioning 
equipment in buildings used by office workers. He felt that 
this factor would represent a substantial saving. 

Colonel Hansen also reported that he was attempting to 
obtain some information fro* the Civil Defense Agency and the 
Atos&c Energy Commission on additional protection provided by 
steel and concrete buildings as against the temporary buildings 
in which the Agency is now housed. 


Colonel Hansen also requested approval f rom Colonel White to
